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with the Aﬀairs and Things of this Life ; which if they do, they 
cannot pleaſe their Captain, that chuſeth to be his Souldiers - 
They muſt not Entangle themſelves nor Ead themſelves with the 
many Things; for that will hinder them-mighe Way and Work of 
God, which Way is Holy, and Work Henourable and Glorious. 
So, dear Friends, this is the Work of Gadinall we co, or put 
our Hands unto, to believe in him, whom God hath ſent a Light in- 
to our Hearts, to lead out of all that which would darken your Un- 
derſtandings, and ſhut the pure Eye, with which the Lord' may be 
ſeen going before you, making your Way perfe&t an1 plain :. 
This is he that is not of this World, that leads man out of the E- 
vil of the World, in the V Vay of Righteouſneſs ; not to do his 
own W ill, orſeck his own Glory ; for he that ſeeks the Glory of 
him that ſent him, and doth his Will, he ſanRifies all that ſtand 
therein - Him ye may truſt, and believe in, and commit your Way. 
unto, that he may bring it to paſs ; for the ſame is true; and there 
is no Unrighteouine(s with him : and ſo doing all your things in. 
him (whois meekand hath Salvation) they are done in the Name 
and Power of the Lord, which the Family of God and Houſhold 
of Faith know to be their Bouf eternal, to work all their Works 
in; and ſo they be done to the Praiieand Glory of tne Heavenly- 
Father, and in the Victory over the VVorld and its Spirit, and 
ſuch in V Vell-doing ſhall not be weary, nor faint in their Minds ; 
for their Faith ſtands in the Power, and the Power keeps open 
the Eye of their Underſtandings, and they ſee him that is true, 
with whom there is no Unrighteon'ineſs; And he is their Tower - 
and-ſtrong Hold in the Day of Trouble, their Shield and their ex- 
ceeding great Reward :. And: this is that Inviſible and Holy One, 
who 7 Fat of Grace and Truth, whoſe Day of Glory AZeſes and 
Abrahamſaw ; and it made them willing to deny themſelves, and 
the Pleaſures of Sin, thatare but for a ſeaſon, their own Country, 
and all Egypr's Treaſures and Glory : And this is he whom we in 
our Day and Age haveſeen, or elſe we ſhould have bzen weary by 
reaſon of Unreaſonable Men, their Cruel Laws . and Precepts they 
have preſcribed, to weary us out, and make us deny our Juſt and 
Holy Principle, in which we be eſtabliſhed as Mount S777, that 


cannot be rernoved, and tavght of the Lord inthe Spirit and in 
the 
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the Truth, and in the Beauty of Holineſs to worſhip che Lord, 
and not after the Precepts and Commands of men, by whom we 
have deeply ſuffered, who have been ſtirred up by the Hirelings 
and Deceivers of the Nation, that have turned about like the 
Wind, and have been given to change with the many Changes of 
Government; and they that do io, ſerve not the Lord Jeſus, but 
their own Bellies : But He ts become our Salvation, onr Light, 
our Life and Glory ; and as we in him abide, he makes us Triumph 
inevery place; and he leads us into the ſtrong City and Country, 
that hath Foundations, whoſe Builder and Maker is God ; and we 
therein do Bleſs, and Laud, and Praife him that lives forever. 

And they that will ſo run the Race that is ſet before them, as to 


obtain the Price, even this Inheritance that never fades away, and © 


Kingdom that cannot be ſhaken, muſt caſt off every Weight, and 
the Sin that doth ſo eafily beſet them; mark that, the Sin that ea- 
fily beſets, that muſt be caſt off alſo, and every thing that brings 
2 Vail or a Burden'on God's Spiritual and Holy Day ; that fo the 
Juſt may be Ruler in you all, and as a Morning without a Cloud 
or elſe ye cannot enter in at the Everlaſting Door, and Gate of the 
Heavenly City and Holy Place, there to miniſter before the Lord 
inthe Holy Robe and Garment of Righteouſneſs, to do the Work 
of his Santuary and Tabernacle, that he hath ſet up and pitched 
amongſt us: And this is that Gate waere be the pleaſant Things, and 
City, into which Fob, whoſe Glory was freſh in him, with his 
Garment of Righteouſneſs, that was to him as a Robe and Dia- 
dem, entered, where the Rock-pourcd him ovt Rivers of Oy] : 
For, Frienis, where the Righteous dwell and reizn, there is great 
Glory, and the Secret of God is upon their Tabernacle; there is 
Oyl and a Treaſure to- be defired, which the Wicked One will 
conum- and devour, if he be not watched againft : But the Way 
fo attain theſe things will be too ſtraight and narrow for them who 
do not take up a Daily Croſs, and watk in the Foot-ſteps of the 
Flocks of the Companions, caſting off the Weights and the Bur- 
dens, and the many things, which in the true Light that ſhines in 


the Heart, be ſeen to hinder the = to guide man's Feet out of 3 


all the Sin, that darkens him, into the Way of Peace; the Way 
and Everlaſting Door will not be lifted up nor exalted in them, 
but be rather ſhut againſt _ who be inthe Bond of Iniquity,

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and in that which brings the Vail and Gall of Bitterneſs over them; 
and ſuch had need to Repent, and wait for his Judgments to put 
away their Sins and TIniquities from their Tabernacles, that hath 
put them far from the Lord, and made them to wander ifi a barren 
Wilderneſs, where no plain Way is, and in a Land of Fear, 
where no Peace is, like Cain, to whom the Lord has no Reſpe&; 
for he was not of that Righteous One, as Righteous Abcl was, .in 
which Righteouſneſs he had the Living Record in Heaven, and 
Witne's, That he pleaſed God. So to ſuch I fay, Before ye pra, 
put away your [dols, and put down the Altars of Zaal, and the 
Images of the Sun, that ye may know the Golden Altar, which 
the Apoſtles had right unto, thereupon to miniſter before the Lord ; 
for it is raiſed and builded in the Fear and in the Name of the Lord.
